A perfe&t number is that which is equal to all 
its aliquot parts added together ; according to this de- 
finition 6 is a perfeét number, becaufe if you take its 
aliquot parts which are 1, 2, 3, their fum will be equal 
to 6, again.28 is a perfect number becaufe its aliquot 
parts 1, 2,4, 7, 14 added together make 28. Now if 
you will find 2s many of ’em as you pleafe, take the 
following provreffion 1, 2, 4,8, 16, 32, +. which it 
is eafy to con*iaue’ in doubling every laft term, chufe 
in this progreffion any one tcrm, fubtraét unity from 
it, if che renfainder is a prime number, multiply this 
remainder by the term immediately preceeding, the 
product will be a pefect number ; but if the remain- 
der is no prime number you muft chufe another term;

Axfw, The Motus inclinationis is not properly a mo- 
tion, tis only a perpetual Parallelifm that the Axis of 
the Earth keeps with its felf, which is moving in the 
Ecliptic; to conceive this well, take a common {phere 
that fhall reprefent the firmament; upon the Ecli ptic 
of which turning a little Globe {0 that its Axis be 
conftantly parallel to the Axis of the world, and you 
fhall have a true /dea of this Motus inclinationis ; it has 
been invented to give a reafon of the diverfit "of fea 
fons ; and to explain as ia the common {yftem, the 
continual increafing of days from the Winters Solftice 
totheSummers, and their decreafing in the fame or- 
der as they have increas’d: but if you will know further 
how this parallelifm of the Earth’s Axis may caufe all 
thefe appearances,and why they happen to be the fame 
as in the common fyftem,we will anfwer you,that it is a 
matter of fome difficulty to be underftood in fuch fhort 
difcourfes as thefe are intentled to be; however, not 
quite to. difappoint an querift who may be ig 
fomewhat uneafy, we will tell you that the whole dis
